The’ movement for women. police, 
which was in direct apostolic suc- 
cession to the council’s movement for 
women patrols, had suffered reverses 
under the economy campaign, but ef- 
forts for its full establishment must 
not be slackened. ‘ 

Miss Norah Green, the general sec- 
retary of the council, in reading the 
report for the year, said that a pro- 
visional committee had been formed 
in London to work for the establish- 
ment of a National Council.of Women 
in India. Support had been .given 
during. the year to. the large number 
of bills before Parliament which es- 
pecially initerested women. 

A resolution calling upon the Gov- 
ernment to give effect’to the recom- 
mendaiions of the departmental com- 
mittee’on the employment of police- 
women, by issuing them as statutory 
regulations as laid down in the Po- 
lice -Act, 1919, was carried. In mov- 
ing the resolution, Miss Edith 
‘Tancred of Glasgow said that the 
women must come under police regu- 
lations or organization was impos- 
sible.

‘France and the League 


A great change has taken place 
in the heart of France. This change 
found expression last Friday, Oct. 24, 
in what has been described as an 
“amazing meeting”’—a meeting full 
of enthusiasm for the, League of 


Nations toward which France has so 
long seemed cold and distrustful. 
The President, Gaston Doumerge; 
the Premier, Edouard Herriot;. the 
British Ambassador, Marquess Crewe, 
and numbers of ministers and dele- 
gates from Geneva were there: so 
that this gathering showed that 
France has, at last, truly thrown in 
her lot with the League. 

There were two points of special 
interest: Dr. Paul Appell, the recteur 
of the University of Paris, was 
warmly in favor of Germany being 
immediately admitted to the League; 
and a war veteran speaking for the 
soldiers of France expressed their 
faith in the possibility, of prevent- 
ing war. 

The details of the League’s Peace 
Plan (Current Events, Oct. 9). were 
explained to the meeting, and the 
Premier spoke of his pleasure in the 
growing friendliness among the 
peoples of Europe. 


The United States Election 


Three great countries have this 
week been enjoying the ordeal of 
election contests—the United States, 
Great Britain, and Germany. The 
elections in Great Britain took place 
yesterday, Oct. 29, those in the United 
States will take place next week, on 
Nov. 4,,and those in Germany on 
Dec. 7. 

On Nov. 4, the voters of the United 
States will be busy, for they then 
choose not only presidential electors 
(who will meet in January to elect 
the President and Vice-President) 
but senators and representatives for 
the Nation, and, for the individual 


states, governors, idatoitn: and rep- | 
resentatives. . 

In the Senate there are 96 senators. 
One-third’ of these only are élected 
every two years, as a senator’s term 
is six years. Maine has already. 
elected a senator, and Colorado will 
elect two (one to fill a wacancy), so ‘{ 
on Nov. 4 32 senators will be elected. 


A new House of Representatives is 
elected every two years.

LONDON, ‘Ont., Oct. 11. (Special
